The incinerator has proven a 
Popular alternative for area towns 
aught between overloaded dump 
sites and the state Department of 
Environmental Protection regula- 
tions restricting the placements 
‘of nei sites, 

There are already 27 towns send- 
ing their solid waste to the Auburn 
incinerator, Mr. Morrison said, 
and .a dozen more are-on the 
waiting list, “We try to be us 
accommodating as possible,” the 
-said, but problems ‘with the op- 
‘eration and management of the 
plant have slowed down the rate 
at which new trash can be ayéept- 
ed, Currently the plant, bublt in 
1981 at a cost of $4.4 million ac- 
cepts 200 tons of trash daily. 

iMost recently, in November, the 
towns of Woodstock and Green- 
nwvood began, sending their solid 
awaste to the plant, the steam from 
‘which is used in the manufactur- 
ing operations of Pioneer Plastics,

glance at the crismson fruit-plumes 
should redssure them, as the poi- 
sonous sumacs are ‘white fruited. 
These tossing pyramidial fruit- 
fruit-clusters ‘at. first appear to ex- 
plain the common title of staghorn 
sumac, It is mot until the foliage 
has disappeared, and the forked 
branches are displayed in all their 
nakedness, that we feel that these 
must be the feature in which the 
common, name originated. 

The poisonous sumac: flowers. in 
June amd can be distinguished by 
the slender flower-clusters which 
grow from the axils of the leaves. 
I have seen seen very few around 
here. i
